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Filtering-Paper. 








A new kind of filtering-paper is made 
from sponge minutely divided by any suitable 
means in such a manner as to adapt it to be 
thoroughly and easily mixed with pulp made 
from cotton, flax, hemp, or other fibrous ma- 
terial. The sponge may be mixed with the 
pulp in the vat or in the engine, care being 
exercised to thoroughly and evenly mix and 
incorporate the finely-divided particles of 
sponge with the pulp in such manner that the 
particles of sponge will be incorporated in the 
sheet, after which the material is treated as in 
the ordinary manner of preparing filtering- 
paper. 

The porous nature of the sponge and its 
adaptation to filtering purposes are too well 
understood and appreciated to require explana- 
tion, and when the sponge is brought into 
sheet form, with its minutely-divided portions 
essential for that purpose, assisted by the 
fibrous material enveloping and uniting such 
portions, it is claimed to constitute an excel- 
lent paper, admirably adapted to filtering pur- 
poses, and greatly superior for such purposes 
to the ordinary filtering-paper now in general 
use. 

For the purpose of strengthening the paper 
thus formed there can be added to the pulp 
loose cut thread or other fibre, by sprinkling 
it on or mixing it loosely with the pulp; or, 
if preferred, such fibre may be applied only to 
the central portions of the sheets. This 
serves to bind the loose particles of sponge 
together, and to prevent the bursting or giving 
way of the paper in use. 
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Card-Beveling Machine. 


An illustration is given of an improve- 
ment in card-beveling machines, which is in- 
tended to provide automatic mechanism 
whereby cards may have their edges beveled 
and both the cards and beveled surfaces made 
respectively uniform in size. Being placed in 
the machine in large packs, the cards are auto- 
matically treated separately and finally deliv- 
ered in a beveled and packed condition. 

Figure 1 is a sectional elevation of the ma- 
chine. Fig. 2 is a plan view. 

A is the bed-plate or frame. B are metal 
wheels, preferably of chilled iron, and are 
secured to a shaft F, held in bearings A’. 
These wheels B may be formed entirely of 
chilled iron ; or their flanges or rims, or sim- 
ply the beveled edges 4 may be of chilled iron, 
as desired. Upon one end of the shaft are 
the drive-pulley T and clutch U, to stop or 
start the machine, which clutch may be 
operated by hand or foot power. Supported 
at the other end of frame A and by adjustable 
brackets D is another shaft, F’, to which are 
secured wheels C, set in line with wheels B. 
Over the wheels B and C bands E are placed, 
and are put under tension by brackets D. 
This band E on-the bottom passes over the 
idler H, to give it a slight inclination to assist 
the automatic feed. 

G?’ are guides to insure the cards being later- 
ally adjusted before passing around the 
wheels, and may be made integral with the 
plates G, or formed separate and made ad- 
justable, if desired, on the frame of the ma- 
chine, As shown, they are formed integral 
with the plates G. Secured between the 
wheels B C are the plates G, which are pro- 
vided with lugs g, furnished with nuts on their 
ends, which lugs pass through slots A’ in the 
frame and enable the plates G to be adjusted 
laterally, Between these plates G the stacked 
cards are placed. 

K is a slotted cross-bar, and J is a vertica] 
bar adjustable in the slot by the nut L, and 
has its lower end just clear of the bands E, 
so that only one card at a time can pass 
from under. I is a shaft provided with a rub- 
ber band i, which in rotating draws out the 
bottommost card from below bar J and feeds 
it between the bands E and guide-cords M, 
which pass over rollers m. This shaft I is 
rotated by band I’, which passes about pulleys 
I’, I® and I’, obtaining its power from shaft F’. 

N N are stationary cutters, which may be of 
any desired construction, and may be sup- 
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ported in adjustable supports O, having slots 
O’, in which the cutters rest, and are secured 
therein by keys P, having one side flattened, 
as at ?, which keys are turned to lock the 
cutters in position. The cutting-edges of 
these cutters are preferably beveled, as shown, 
and are set at an angle to the face of the 
wheels B, their cutting-edges lying over the 
beveled edges 4 of the wheels B. R are guide 
cords or bands, and run over rollers 7 7, and 
are located below the bands E as they pass 
above. S is a receiving table or box, and is 
adapted to receive the beveled cards as they 
pass from between the bands Rand E. The 
operation is as follows: The cards as they are 
fed from the stack by the rollers 7 pass be- 
tween the bands E and M, and are conveyed 
in succession between the bands E and wheels 
B, and are clamped firmly against the 
case of the wheels while passing over them. 
This clamping action also curves them, mak- 
ing them more rigid and 
less liable to displace- 
ment when fed against 
the beveling-cutters N. 
After passing the cut- 
ters where they are bev- 
eled they are delivered 
between the bands E 
and R, and are carried 
back and discharged into 
the box S, one upon 
the other. The bevel- 
ing is done on the two 
opposite sides simulta- 
neously, and to be com- 
pleted on all four sides 
they must pass through 
the machine twice. By 
adjusting the various 
parts laterally cards of 
various widths may be 
beveled. 

The machine may be 
used for simply trim- 
ming cards without bev- 
eling them, if desired, by merely adjusting 
the cutters. 
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Improvement in Sulphite Pro- 
cesses. 


In the treatment of wood with solu- 
tions of sulphurous acid compounds it is found 
advisable to use such solutions as are entirely 
free from sulphurous acid, or such as contain 
only the normal bisulphite or even less sul- 
phurous acid than is required for that combi- 
nation, The free sulphurous acid should not 
éxceed % per cent. For the production of 
such solutions absorption arrangements with 
reversed currents are advantageously used in 
such a manner that the gases containing most 
acid come into contact with the most con- 
centrated solution, and vice versa. 

Complete absorption of the acid and a solu- 
tion of sufficient strength are thus obtained 
for the manufacture of sulphite cellulose. The 
current of gas is made as cold as possible. 
Where difficulties arise in avoiding an excess 
of sulphurous acid care if taken to provide 
sufficient material for the conversion of such 
excess. The material should be so presented 
to the sulphurous acid as to offer large contact 
surfaces ; bufaceous lime is used by prefer- 
ence, and through it pass the ascending gas 
and the descending water, the gas in a tower 
being admitted somewhat above the bottom so 
that the water, if carrying free acid, may pass 
further quantities of the lime or the like. 

For a daily production of about goo cubic 
feet of solution about ten tons of lime or even 
more should be used. When the sulphite is to 
be produced from a soluble material, the solu- 
tion is used as if it were water, the tower be- 
ing filled with a neutral solid. 

A forced draught is obtained by bent tubes, 
wherein the hot gas rises by expansion, and 
on cooling descends by reason of its density ; 
the higher the tubes the stronger the draught. 
The draught should be carefully regulated, and 
to prevent the passage of free sulphur the fol- 
lowing arrangement is used ; The gases circu- 
late continuously through a small pipe con- 
nected with the large ones, and fitted with a 
glass tube. The decrease [ i 
the small pipe causes the « «pos.') of 
free sulphur on the glass. 
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The following is a description of an im- 
proved furnace for use with this process : 

For the construction of the furnace the 

| bricks are saturated with tar, and’ they are 
cemented with a tar mortar made from tar 
and an acid-resisting material. This prevents 
the ingress of air through the interstices of the 
masonry. 

To detect impurities in the sulphur com- 
pounds certain tests with copper salts are rec- 
ommended. 

Weight is also laid upon certain definite 
dimensions for the wood to be treated by this 
process, and the dimensions for different kinds 
of wood are stated at some length. The re- 
moval of the bast fibres and, in certain woods, 
that of the core are recommended. 

Improvements in the boilers are also re- 
ferred to. To close the boiler a tube of cellu- 
lose is recommended. In the pipes a higher 
pressure is to be used than in the boilers so 
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as to obviate choking, while the boiler should 
not be filled to within 1 per cent. of its ca- 
pacity. To obviate the necessity of allowing 
hot lye to pass into the drains, the discharge 
from the boiler runs into a tank sunk in the 
ground, and of at least twice the capacity of 
the boiler. Into this tank the cold waste is 
also discharged, Lastly, iron pipes are to be 


used for the waste liquors. 
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Natural Gas. 





There are four belts on four sides of 
Pittsburg from fifteen to twenty miles from 
the city, of which the one on the east is the 
great vent from the centre of the earth, of 
which the others may be but lateral leakages. 
Owing to friction in pipes, gas will not force 
itself through more than twenty miles of pipe, 
and then in small quantities, except from the 
eastern belt, where no limit has been found. 
No gas has ever been found outside of this 
region, except in small pockets, which are 
soon exhausted, and for geological reasons 
none probably will be found. 

Wheeling has given up Virginia and come 
away to the Washington County belt, which, 
owing to lack of pressure, will hardly force gas 
to Pittsburg. If Wheeling can get any at all 
it will cost more than coal, and it is imprac- 
ticable to compress and pump it; neither can 
it be piped to Youngstown, except by laying a 
steel pipe thick enough to stand 2,000 pounds 
pressure per square inch, sufficient to push it 
ninety miles from the eastern belt. 

The Murraysville region is the great anti- 
clinal, the highest rocks, like the dome of a 
boiler ; the first place gas would break through 
from the centre of the earth, where I believe 
it is still generated faster than used, and 
where it is compressed almost to a solid. 
The gas wells on this belt all lie on a straight 
line, the extreme wells six miles apart, and if 
a well is drilled a few hundred feet to one side 
of a fissure it will not put out much gas, but 
only requires to be shut off a few seconds to 
burst any pipe, showing that the crevice lead- 
ing from the fissure is small. Gas, after com- 
ing through a quarter of a mile cf rock, comes 
out at from two to three hundred pounds per 
inch blowing pressure, with a noise so great 
chat with cotton in the ears and hands held 


over them hard, one cannot approach. The 
first well struck, nearly ten years ago, is just 
as strong—some say stronger—to-day, al- 
though wells equal to it are right beside it. 
Enough wells, I believe, could be drilled on 
any fifteen acres of this belt to run every fac- 
tory in the United States. Gas can be piped 
to this city (Pittsburg) for & to % a cent per 
thousand feet, and if several factories go 
together up the river, where land is cheap, 
their fuel will cost (as is the case with some 
glass works) the interest on the money used in 
sinking a well in one of their back-yards. 
Natural gas will produce great heat. It has 
seven times more heat units than the best 
Siemens gas produced, and as it costs at least 
25 cents per thousand feet to produce the 
poisonous and useless water-gas, interested 
parties are making so much fuss about, and 
as it would take about seven cubic feet of it 
to equal in heat one of natural gas, the pos- 
sibility of neutralizing 
the advantages of Pitts- 
burg are not very rosy. 


The advantages of us- 
ing natural gas are not 
generally known. The 
fuel bill of a large mill 
at Pittsburg prices, which 
are about one-half Wes- 
tern prices, would be 
nearly $200,000 per year 
for coal and slack, while 
gas ought to cost from 
$3,000 to $15,000, But, 
in reality, the gas gives 
the manufacturers fuel 
for nothing, and a cash 
bonus of from fifty to 
two hundred thousand 
dollars over slack and 
coal prices, in this way: 
Saving about $50,000 to 
$100,000 per year in la- 
bor, all carting of coal, 
ashes, and saving in loss 
by oxidation of iron of from 2 to 4 per cent. 
—$40,000 per year in an average mill, saving 
fire-brick and boilers, increasing output of 
mill, and producing iron and steel far superior 
to all other. In glass it saves firing, stoking, 
casting, loss in glass by sulphur from coal get- 
ting in pot, necessitating skimming top and 
throwing away ; saving in loss by cracking of 
pots, bricks, &c., and producing a glass that, 
if sold at the same price, will drive all others 
out of the market.—/. H. Kats, in American 
Machinist. 
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Decadence of the Aniline Indus- 
try in England. 





The remarks of Dr, Perkin, in his presi- 
dential address before the Society of Chemical 
Industry, furnish a striking example of the 
importance to a country of protecting its in- 
ventors fully. Dr. Perkin said : 

The fact that Germany is now the head- 
quarters of this industry raises the important 
question, Why has England allowed this state 
of things to come about? All the raw ma- 
terials are produced in this country, both the 
products from coal and the other chemicals 
required, and, as we have seen, the industry 
originated and was first carried on here, 
and, in addition, we are the greatest con- 
sumers of the coloring matters. This fact is 
well worth considering, and it is many-sided. 
In my opinion the patent laws and the 
difficulty of preventing infringements from 
abroad, was one cause which may have pre- 
vented this country from maintaining its 
first position. When speaking of the early 
history of the first coal-tar color—mauvein 
—I referred to this class of infringement 
and how it was first met by the proceedings 
taken against the agents employed in this 
country, and this course was so far successful, 
but only pointed out how easily the law could 
be evaded if foreign manufacturers gave up re- 
sponsible agents and sold direct to the con- 
sumers. Having no duties on such articles, 
no assistance could be obtained at the cus- 
toms, and the coloring matters were generally 
declared under the name of vegetable dyes or 
extracts, so that it was impossible to stop them 
entering the country, and even when found, 
owing to the onus of proof of their being man- 
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ufactured by the patentee’s process. laying with 
the patentee, an almost insurmountable diffi- 
culty was raised, as in most cases no traces of 
the products used in the preparation were left 
in the coloring matter. The only other pro- 
ceedings which could be instituted were against 
the consumer ; here again the difficulties were 
practically insuperable. In most cases the 
consumers were using the patentee’s product 
to some extent, and it was impossible to know 
to what extent; in fact, without going into 
the many details connected with this point, 
it may be assumed that, in most cases, pro- 
ceeding against a consumer of this kind of 
article is detrimental and practically useless. 
The result of this infringement, by importation 
from abroad, is that a patentee had to compete 
against all other manufacturers with the excep- 
tion of his own countrymen. There can be 
but little doubt that this state of things has had 
much to do with preventing the development 
of this industry and crippling enterprise in 
this country, as it prevented manufacturers 
even from working under royalties, there 
being no security whatever except in name. 
Again, the fact that a foreigner could take a 
patent in this country, manufacture in his own 
country, and send the product here, was a 
great source of loss and mischief to our trade. 

There is another matter which tells much 
against this country—namely, that we are not 
able to export color to foreign countries upon 
the same conditions as foreign manufacturers 
can into this, because we are met with import 
duties which handicap us to a prohibitive ex- 


his prices there and sell at a lower price in 
this country ; but, what is still more injurious, 
he may dispose of surplus production in this 
country at or even below cost price. The in- 
jurious effect of such a course upon our mar- 
ket can be easily understood by business men, 
and I need not go into it here. These are 
matters our manufacturers have to contend 
with, and cannot help themselves ; there is, 
however, one matter in which they are undoubt- 
edly atfault. We find that in Germany the man- 
ufacturer understands the value of well-trained 
chemists, and sympathizes with them ; they 
also realize the value of theoretical chemistry ; 
this is a condition of things we do not find in 
this country. Unless I am mistaken, the coal- 
tar color industry has acted as the great stim- 
ulus to the development of general chemical 
industries of Germany, and these, by starting 
with so much scientific aid as they have called 
to their assistance, have made an amount of 
progress during the last twenty-five years 
which is most remarkable. Up to that time 
England had been the seat of most of the 
large chemical industries, and the success 
which we have had appears to me to have pro- 
duced a feeling of false security, and more at- 
tention has been paid by the heads of firms to 
the markets than to the chemistry of their 


manufactures. 
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Improvement in Calenders. 





An improvement in calenders designed 
to prevent wrinkling, cutting or breaking of 
the paper is described as follows : 

Any number of rolls desired may be utilized 
to form the stack. The top roll is made 
slightly greater in diameter at its extreme 
ends than throughout its intermediate length 
which corresponds with or exceeds the width 
of the paper to be calendered, so that this roll 
rests on the next roll below only at its ex- 
treme ends, where the ‘‘collars” are formed. 
The diameter of the intermediate portion of 
this roll is only very little less than that of the 
collar, so that when the paper is fed in be- 
tween this lesser diameter of the upper roll 
and the next one below, it will come into con- 
tact with the web of paper and give a certain 
tension to it, but will not nip it in the same 
way as if the roll were resting on the next one 
below throughout its entire length. Owing to 
this lesser diameter there is a certain amount 
of lost motion, and the web of paper is drawn 
firmly back from the point where the first 
pinch of the roll draws the paper web into the 
calendering-rolls below under heavy pressure, 
and thus there is created a positive tension on 
the paper web in close contact with the face 
of the second roll without injury of the sheet.

The conditions of trade incident to the 
paper business continue to hold as reported 
last week. Some of the branches of this in- 
dustry are more active than others, though the 
improvement noted in certain directions is not 
yet of such an extended nature as to exert an 
influence in kindred branches. 

Some of the paper houses were unusually 
busy on Monday, owing to the large receipt 
of mail orders, which, if continued during the 


| entire week, would certainly have given the 


trade cause for congratulation. Still, the in- 
dications are beginning to point in the right 
direction, and the promise of better times, so 
long held out, may ere long be realized. 

Among paper-stock dealers the situation is 
unchanged. Some little business is of daily 
occurrence, as will be seen by the constant 
arrival of imports ; but the expected improve- 
ment in the way of more numerous orders is 
yet in the future. 

Importers here are watching with much in- 
terest the decision of the New York Quarantine 
Commissioners upon that cargo of Sicilian 
rags consigned to De Castro & Co., of New 
York. If the New York officials are as firm 
as our Boston Board of Health, these rags 
will have to be steamed—germs or no germs. 

The chemical market retains the same firm 
tone noted last week. A very fair jobbing 


| trade is reported with the several lines of 


chemicals in small spot supply. Bleaching 
powder is reported very limited in store lots 
and selling at I.95c.; to arrive at 13¢ to 1.80c. 
is quoted. Caustic soda is firm at 2.57% to 
2.60c., with none in store, Soda ash is still 
held at 1% to 1.40c., and very firm. Soda 
crystals are quoted at 1.02% to I.05c., as re- 
ported last week ; spot lots are jobbing at I.10 
to1%c. Nochange is noted in clays. Rosins 
are held at $1.60 for F and $1.70 for G. 

The imports of chemicals for the week foot 
up 470 casks of bleaching powder, 250 drums 
of caustic soda, 220 casks of soda ash, 700 
barrels of soda crystals, and 60 casks of china 
clay. 

The receipts of paper stock for the week 
aggregate 2,020 bales, classed as follows : 454 
rags, 507 bales of paper-stock, 49 
bales of flax waste, 38 bales of old bagging, 
1,072 coils of old rope. 

Of miscellaneous supplies the receipts in- 
clude 924 barrels of rosin and 90 bags hide 
cuttings. 

Col. S. P. Train has returned from his sum- 
mer vacation, and now Storey Smith is among 
the missing. 

Some 2,600 bales of jute butts, a part of 
the merchandise recovered from the fire on 
Lewis wharf, have been bought by a local firm 
The lot is being carted to 
the South Boston flats where the stock will be 
dried, when an effort will be made to sell the 
same to manilla paper manufacturers.

Holyoke Notes. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 





Ho.voke, Mass., August 27, 1885. 

The weather for the past few days has 
been very cool for this season of the year and 
overcoats have felt very comfortable. We 
have had several days of rain, which has caused 
the river to rise considerably, and I think we 
shall go through the season without being 
troubled by low water. The Water- Power Com- 
pany has restricted the manufacturers in the 
use of surplus water once only, and the re- 
strictions were removed ina day ortwo. The 
repairs at the dam have been somewhat re- 
tarded on account of high water, but the com- 
pany hopes to resume operations as soon as it 
has subsided. Business remains about as it 
was last week. The manufacturers are feeling 
more hopeful than they have felt for some 
time, and many of them speak cheerfully in 
regard to the future. The demand for paper 
is slowly increasing, although the orders con- 
tinue small, but there is more of them in many 
cases. I have not heard of any large orders 
this week, but the supply of small ones is 
moderately good. There is no change in 


prices and none is thought of at present. The | 
mills have nearly all shut down the two weeks | 
previous to September I, many repairs have | 


been made, and they are ready for the fall 
and winter business. 
noted in the stock market. The demand is 
moderate and prices are steady. 

The improvements at Chapin & Gould’s 
paper mill at Huntington, which were inaug- 
urated in June, are progressing favorably, and 
itis hoped to have the work completed by 
October. The wheel pit is being sunk thir- 
teen feet by blasting out the solid rock, and a 
tunnel fifty feet wide is being made through a 
ledge of rock.

A Disinfection Dispute. 





On Wednesday of last week the Italian 
bark Fillippo arrived at the port of New York, 
having a cargo composed wholly of rags and 
sulphur... These rags—776 bales—were 
lected and baled in the province of Catania,

Italy, prior to August 30, 1884, and were on 
that day locked in two warehouses in the city 


of Catania, and the locks were sealed by Al- | 


bert Woodcock, U. S. Consul at that place 
On May 26, 1885, the Consul broke the seals 
and opened the warehouses, and found the 
contents in the same condition as when the 
seals were put on. The bark was loaded with 
the cargo about June 2, 1885, and immediately 
sailed. The mayor and the medical director 
of Catania both certified that on June 3, 188s, 
the health of the city was good and that there 
was no epidemic or contagious disease present, 
while the prefect of the city and the province 
of Catania certified that there had been no

Catania, the Collector of Customs at Catania 
| certified that from January 1, 1883, to June 1, 
1885. there were imported into Catania only 
2,600 pounds of rags The rags in question 
are linens and cottons, and had been dusted 
over wire cloth before being baled. 

The foregoing facts were laid before Dr. 
Smith, Health Officer of the Port, and he was 
asked to issue a permit, allowing the rags to 
be transferred to the Norwich (Conn.) steam- 
boat, lying at Pier 40, N. R. He declined to 
issue such permit, and the owners of the rags, 
D. de Castro & Co., appealed from such deci- 
sion to the Board of Quarantine Commission- 
ers. The rags had been sold to arrive to the 
Chelsea Paper Company, the sale being con- 
ditioned upon the fact that the rags were not 
to be disinfected. If they were required to 
undergo disinfection then there was no sale. 

The hearing before the Quarantine Commis- 
sioners, John A. Nichols, Thomas C. Platt 
and David W. Judd took place on Monday 
last. Townsend, Dyatt & Einstein appeared 
on behalf of the appellants, and read the peti- 
tion, giving the facts in the case. 

Dr. W. F. Smith, Health Officer, then con- 
sumed two hours in reading a statement, pre- 
mising that he had not overlooked the impor- 
tance of the rag industry, but saying that rags 
had in all times past been looked upon as 
sources of contagion, and arguing that these 
fears were not groundless. These appellants 
were the first to make an appeal against the 
measures of safety thought necessary, and to 
impugn the integrity of the requirement. Im- 
putations of venality had not been replied to, 
because it was unwise to increase apprehen- 
sion of danger. But there was an abundant 
literature of rags as the embodiment of dis- 
ease ; and Dr. Smith proceeded to sketch the 
various measures which had been adopted in 
recognition of this source of danger. Refer- 
| ring to the boiling process, as practically 
amounting to an embargo, he described that of 
the Steam Disinfecting Company, by the em- 
ployment of superheated steam, and said that 
it had been found to be efficient. He quoted 
the action of the Treasury Department and of 
the Fifth Avenue Conference as reasons im- 
| pelling him to adopt the requirement of disin- 
fection in all cases. It could not be claimed 
that all rags needed disinfection, but it was so 
difficult to make the exception that it seemed 
to be necessary to include all. He repeated 
the statement that there was transshipment of 
goods on the other side in order to avoid 
health regulations in other countries, and then 
proceeded to cite a number of cases where 
small-pox had been transmitted by rags, clos- 
ing by referring to the pressure put upon him 
by interior boards of health to stop the im- 
portation of contagion. 
| Commissioner Judd informed Dr. Smith that 
| he did not know that anyone had imputed 
| dishonest motives to him. These merchants 
| had the right of appeal. and they were simply 











| exercising it and endeavoring to rid them- 


| 
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selves of what they considered a great oppres- 
sion. 

After stating that they made no charges 
against Dr. Smith, A. R. Dyett proceeded to 
cross-examine the Health Officer, the line of 
inquiry and reply being about as follows : 

** Well, Doctor, is there any danger to the 
men who handle these bales in transferring 
them from the bark to Robbin’s Reef?” 

“Oh, no.” 

**So far as fear of contagion is concerned 
you would just as soon handle the bales your- 
self ?”’ 

‘* Yes, sir.” 

** Now, why would there be any more dan- 
ger to the men in transferring the bales to the 
Norwich boat than there would in taking 
them to Robbin’s Reef?” 

‘** The Doctor denied that he had said there 
would not be any danger in the latter case, 
but an appeal to the stenographer’s notes 
showed that he had. He then added that there 
might be danger. During the cross-examina- 
tion Dr. Smith said that he did not know that 
the process of the New York Paper-Stock Dis- 
infecting Company was patented, and when 
asked as to the replies of the paper manufac- 
turers to the questions sent out by Tue Pa- 
PER TRADE JOURNAL, the witness said that he 
did not believe that the answers had correctly 
represented the facts—he believed such cases 
had occurred. 

A. E. Chirqua, of D. de Castro & Co., tes- 
tified as to the cost of disinfection by the steam 
process, and as to size of bales, &c. 

Augustine Smith was called, and said in re- 
ply to questions that the steam process of dis- 
infection injures the rags by making them wet 
and liable to mildew, and that he wouldn't buy 
steamed rags unless he was obligedto. From 
experience, he estimated the damage at from 
$5 to $10 per bale. He did not believe there 
was.a case of cholera on record transmitted 
by rags, and he defied Dr. Smith to produce 
such a case. In all his experience he had 
never known contagious disease carried in this 
way. 

The Commissioners considered the question 
until Thursday, when they ordered the rags to 
be disinfected, Commissioners Nichols and 
Platt voting in the affirmative and Commis- 
sioner Judd in the negative. 

The Board also adopted a resolution re- 
quiring the Disinfecting Compamy to at once 
lay before it a statement as to the charges it 
proposes to make for disinfecting the rags 

On next Wednesday the Board will hear 
complaints from paper-stock dealers as to the 
charges made in the past.

A CORRESPONDENT asks THE JOURNAL 
to make a stand against the coinage of 
silver dollars worth only 83 cents in gold. 
This paper has not needed such an invo- 
cation, for it has expressed itself in the 
past as being opposed to the demands of 
the silver financiers who have forced the 
coinage of a dollar which cannot buy a 
dollar's worth. It is exactly true that the 
compulsory coinage and emission of sil- 
ver dollars—worth 83 or 85 cents, accord- 
ing to the market price of silver—is de- 
moralizing to trade and of great prejudice 
to the business of the country. This is 
one of the matters of public policy with 


which commercial men have to deal, and | 


in which they should take that active in- 
terest which will preclude the schemes of 
adroit manipulators and political finan- 
ciers. 


THE Papier-Zetitung shows that, re- 
duced to values, the excess of the exports 
over the import of paper in Germany 
during 1884 was greater even than the 
movement as indicated by weight would

But the efforts of the Germans to push 
the export trade are incessant, and take 
many shapes and directions. Thus the

Of course, 
we shall be told that Germany is a poor 
country, with little purchasing capacity, 
hemmed in by other industrial nations, 
and is therefore compelled to look for

Obituary. 





Joun B. WorTENDYKE. 


John B. Wortendyke, president of the Man- 
chester Paper Company, Richmond, Va., died 
at his home in Midland Park, N. J., on last 
Friday night about midnight, aged fifty-five 
years. The funeral took place from the house 
on Tuesday last. As a boy the deceased was 
employed in the cotton mill of his brother, 
C, A. Wortendyke, and while there he made 
an invention which caused his brother to amass 
a fortune, which, however, was afterwards 
lost in railroads and silk. The wicks of can- 
dles had up to that time consisted simply of 
two or three loose strands of unwound cotton 
yarn. The deceased discovered a method 
of weaving the wicks, and when kerosene 
oil came into use, he adapted his wicks to the 
lamps. Later he became interested in the 
paper mill at Richmond, Va., and then in- 
vented the machine which brought him his 
fortune. It was a machine for cutting paper 
to be manufactured into twine and also for 
the actual making of the twine. It is said that 
at one time he was the sole manufacturer of 
this sort of twine, but afterwards others went 
into the business, using his machines and 
paying him royalties, which aggregated a 
large sum. About a year ago he was laid up 
with a tumor in his leg, and his surgeons 
were obliged to amputate the leg. Since the 
operation he has not enjoyed good health, 
and last tall he was attacked with paralysis of 
the brain, which terminated in his death. He 
had a large circle of friends and was much 
respected by all who knew him. He was ofa 
social nature and was a member of the 
Knights of Pythias and also of several Ma- 
sonic bodies. Mr. Wortendyke had been a 
widower for many years, and leaves one son 
and two daughters. 





AzeEL STorrs LYMAN, 

Azel Storrs Lyman, a prominent inventor, 
died at the residence of his son-in-law, Living- 
ston Middeditch, Brooklyn, on Saturday last. 
He was born at Potsdam, N. Y., on January 
26, 1815, and was prepared for college at the 
St. Lawrence Academy, afterwards graduating 
at the Illinois University. Among his nu- 
merous inventions was a gun for disintegrat- 
ing wood-pulp. He leaves a widow, four 
daughters and two sons.

The announcement of the transfer of the 
capital stock, merchandise and goodwill of the 
St. Louis Paper Company to Snider & Holmes 
created some surprise in St. Louis. The stock 
is $50,000, and the paper included in the mer- 
chandise account is valued at $100,000. The 
St. Louis Paper Company was organized about 
four years ago, the principal owners being 
stockholders in Northern paper mills. John 
Van Nortwick, of the Appleton (Wis.) Paper 
and Pulp Company, and also of the Batavia 
(Ill.) Paper Manufacturing Company, is the 
president of the corporation. Henry E. Mack, 
of St. Louis, is the vice-president and man- 
ager. H. J. Rogers, also of the Appleton 
Paper and Pulp Company, is the secretary of 
the concern. 


The la Papeterie describes 
a new process for water-marking paper. It 
consists in transferring to the dandy-roll a 
design in relief, previously executed on a sheet 
of paper, by means of a small tube inthe form 
of a pen containing a kind of enamel. The 
paper on which the design is drawn is placed 
on the roll or mold, and, after some hours, is 
removed by damping, leaving the enamel de- 
sign fixed on the wire cloth. With the tube, 
or pen above mentioned, are now placed the 
lines in relief, imitating the wire-mark, and 
they are then covered with a yarnish, produc- 
ing a filigrane, which can be easily repaired in 
case of an accident. After use, this water- 
mark can be readily effaced without the roll 
or mold being damaged, and a fresh design 
can then be applied. The Russian Imperial 
Paper Factory, at St. Petersburg, has pur- 
chased the right of using the process in the 
manufacture of bank-note paper:

THE MONEY MARKET.—The stock mar- 
ket has been irregular and feverish, and late 
transactions showed a weak tone.

Government bonds are firm and more active, 
reported transactions being $50,000.

THE PAPER MARKET.—Local trade in 
the paper market does not seem to show any 
improvement, but out-of-town trade continues 
to improve, and as a consequence faces are 
less elongated, and paper dealers are not as 
indigo-hued as they have been.

JUTE BUTTS.—There is a moderate de- 
mand for Paper Butts at 1#%@I 15-16c. and a 
very strong market on spot. There is nothing 
doing in Bagging Butts. The Executive Com- 
mittee of the Bagging Association, is now con- 
sidering the question of increasing production, 
and if such action is taken, as it most likely 
will be, heavy Butts will be required to enable 
them to turn out the bagging.

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A Disinfecting Exhibition. 


On Wednesday last a public exhibition 
was given of the the New York 
Sulphur Disinfecting Company in disinfecting 
The exhibition 
was given on the grounds of the Pollock 
Chemical Company, 504 W. Fourteenth street, 
New York, and was witnessed by Dr. Billings, 
of the National Board of Health; Dr. W. F. 
Smith, Health Officer of the Port of New York ; 
Dr. Health Officer of Brooklyn ; 
Professor Chandler, of Columbia College ; 
Drs. Janeway and Taylor, of the New York 
Board of Health ; George Babbett and William 
Taylor, of the Boston Board of Health ; Paul 
Heineman, Julius May, William Lockwood, 
of Lockwood & McClintock, and Elliott F. 
Driggs. Dr. Herman Biggs, of the Carnegie 
Institute, carried on the operation, which was 
in the nature of a public experiment. 

A bale of rags was placed ina huge kettle, 
and into the bale was driven a sharp-pointed, 
perforated tube. A number of tightiy-plugged 
test-tubes, containing four varieties of germs, 
as follows: Common cholera bacillus, mi- 
crococci found in acute abscess, micrococci of 
erysipelas, and bacillus subtilis derived from 
hay infusion, were placed in the perforated 
tube. The open end of the tube was then 
closed with a metal cap, which was screwed in 
place, after which the cover of the kettle was 
bolted in position, the point being made tight 
by means of a rubber band placed between the 
flanges. The air in the kettle was then ex- 
hausted, and when a 29-inch vacuum was 
obtained, SO* was admitted under twenty-five 
pounds’ pressure, the bale being allowed to re- 
main in the gas about half an hour, at the end 
of which time the test-tubes containing the 
germs were taken out and sent to the Car- 
negie Institute, to be tested by Dr. Biggs. 

The apparatus used was crude, and was only 
for the purpose of showing the efficiency of 
the operation from a sanitary point of view. 
After receiving the approval of the Health 
Officer, the company proposes to put in opera- 
tion apparatus capable of disinfecting sixty- 
four bales an hour.

Improving Water-Powers. 


In applying the power of water it is 
often desirable to convey it in pipes from one 


20 | flume to another, or to the trunks in which 


| shute-wheels are placed, for greater con- 
venience in its use, or for the purpose of con- 
centrating the water supply of a small stream 
| at a place where more head and power can be 
obtained than by any other means. Here its 
velocity in the connecting pipe cannot be 


| utilized so as to contribute to the useful effect. | 


| The principle of natural philosophy that water, 
| when at rest, will stand at the same level in 
two vessels, having their interiors connected 
by a pipe, the one large and the other small in 
diameter, has been explained. The same 
principle is applied when it ts confined in two 
flumes, where the conditions are the same; 
but when openings are made in the smaller, 
or receiving flume, through which a certain 
quantity issues, no matter whether its power 
is applied to wheels for driving the machinery 
of mills, or is used for any other ptrpose, its 
surface is drawn down there till the pressure 
resulting from the difference in their respec- 
tive heads causes it to flow through the con- 
pipe with a velocity that will 
the discharge and supply symmet- 
rical.

ter, equal to 56,250 pounds, pressed onward 
by the weight of the atmosphere, with a ve- 
locity of forty-seven feet per second, to be 
suddenly stopped, the shock of which would 
be almost ‘rresistible.” 

The principle is the same where the gates 
of a chute-wheel that is placed in a trunk are 
closed suddenly, as the weight of the moving 
column reacts upon the interior surface of the 
trunk and pipe with a force that is in propor- 
tion to its velocity. 

The action of the water ram furnishes an- 
other illustration of the force exerted by a col- 
umn of water that has its motion suddenly 
checked at the point where it issues from a 
pipe. This force renders it capable of sending 
a portion’of that Admitted to the pipe to a con- 
siderable height above the point from which it 
is taken, and provides a practicable means of 
supplying country houses with water from a 
source that is below their level. The pipe 
that supplies the water for this is generally of 
lead, but where it is placed a number of feet 
below the surface for the purpose of obtaining 
sufficient velocity and power to force it to the 
desired height it is sometimes necessary to 
have one made of iron for this use, as the 
strongest lead pipe is incapable of withstand- 
ing the repeated shocks upon its interior sur- 
face to which it is subjected in such a locality. 

Those who have occasion for the use of 
pipes to convey water often want to know 
what size to make them. The circumstances 
of location and water supply differ so widely 
that no exact rule or proportion can be given 
that will be the best in all places. The causes 
of the loss of head or pressure that must be 
accounted for are the force necessary to pro- 
duce the velocity at the opening that admits it 
to the pipe, and the friction upon its interior,
